1998 - October 13, again met at the Goelitz house to look at 3 
more prototypes that were made, with the changes we discussed at 
the September meeting. Attendees: Roger and Lourdes Goelitz, 
Dave Root, and Marilyn Valdez-Campbell. I agreed to take the 
prototypes to several people for market research, testing and 
feedback on the design. 

1998- November- December, gave out the four prototype carriers 
and questionnaires for testing and feedback on design, fabric, 
pocket closures, etc.
